It was a great loaa to 
tho Islaiid when the proposals of Mr. 
Edgar were not ontertuiued. If negotia- 
tions — which terminated so abruptly — had 
been conducted by the government of that 
day in a difTorent spirit rails now rusting 
on the wharves at Esquimalt would have 
been laid on the road to Nanaimo and the 
8pirit,pf .the. Oarnii'rvon Terms complied 
with','" ■ ■ • " •• 

The construction of the graving dock 
which was required from us by the Do- 
minion Government under stipulated con- 
ditions, has been unnecessarily delayed, 
under false hopes, delusive expectations 
and a series of blunders. 

The^parqbase of cement and machinery 
before either were required ranks among 
the many expensive vagaries ol an erratic 
minister on a jaunt to London. 

Wo havo already paid a great price foi 
eugineering skill and must continue to do 
BO under existing engagements entered 
into by a former Government with only 
an unfinished cofferdam to show for an 
expenditure of over §200,000. 

It is now over three years since we wore 
promised by Mr. Walkom that 500 men 
would be at work ou tho Drydock, and 
every man, woman aud child employed 
about Esqiiimalt, an ! yet we find up to 
this day excavation has not yet been be- 
gun nor the cuiTordam contract carried 
out. 

If tho Iniperiid .Government should not 
tako tho work oil' our liuiida within a rea- 
sonable time, I shall insist upon tho Dook 
being completed by the Proyinoe .accord: 
ing to the Terms of Ooafederatioii^ feel- 
ing convinced that every dollar , spent in 
labor ou tho works at: Esquimalt will 
spread and fructify in the most remote dis- 
tricts of the Provinco; and whenever la- 
bor and capital aro united on productivo 
works prosperity will attend. 

'If the money which has been spent on 
useless roads and bridges constructed by 
Chinese labor ou the Mainland had been 
jndioioQSIy laid imt liin the'j Joonstiruction 
of a Dock the work 'could' have been com- 
pleted by this time without Chinamen's 
aid, and in all probability sold to the Im- 
perial Government at a profit. 

As I am a well known advocate of a 
sound and practical education for every 
boy and every girl in, every district, I 
will'hbt ' deprive Cthem'i'SfC^ 
branches of education as soon as the 
country can afiford to pay Professors of 
Law, Physio and Divinity.

EA.TLWAY AND DRYDOCK. 

Nolwitfltandiog the cry of the Opposi- 
tion candidates it is • a matter of fact 
that the policy of the GoYernment 
in connection with the railway and 
drydook was thought so clear and 
■atiafaotory as to • commend itBolf to 
boUi -pideB of -the HouEe. It w»8 nnam 
mously endorsed by members from the 
Mainland and representatives from tUo 
Island. This is a hard nut for the op 
ponents of good government to crack, and 
ft ia in marked contrast with tho absurd 
and presuming policy of tho Wulkom Ad- 
ministration. Tho policy of that Govern- 
ment was prodnotivQ of no good results. 
It bora no fruits of value to the country 
but it wrought the Island inestimable 
wrong. It is duo to Mr. Walkem's hasty, 
rash and impertinent conduct that to-duy 
the raUway between this city and Nanaimo 
is not conatruotod. Hs refused to enter- 
tain"Mr. Edgar's proposals; he rejected 
every overture made by that gentleman, 
natwithstanding the fact that he was the 
acoreditod agent of tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment, and was prepared to enter into 
a pacific arrangement whereby the Island 
railway would have been .undoubtedly 
oonstrucled and tho line on therMainlmd 
would have been located and bmlfc at as 
early a date as possible. But Mr.Walkom is 
an astute politician— at least ho thinks so— 
and consequently ho could not for a mo- 
ment bo led to believe that any one but 
himself possessed tho least particle of in- 
tegrity or truthfalnesal Mr. Mackenzie 
sent Mr. Edgar hero as a spy! /[certomly. 
His proposition to build the Island rail- 
way was a mere ruse; of course. He 
ghipped several thousands of tons of 
steel rails here merely to show us tho 
.wealth of Canada. No doubt. And these 
facts (?) Mr. Walkem took in at a glance. 
Ha was the magician o^^e day and he 
spirited away our Island raUway^iiHa^ it 
not been for his impolitic treatment of 
Mr. Edgar, wo venture to assert that to 
day there would bo a railway in full oper 
ation between this city and Nanaimo. But 
as we have said Mr. Walkem thought him- 
"self blever and'ooriBeqnently we have had 
for the past five or six yeara a land reserve 
instead of the iron horBe..i;A;Wnd:reBerve 
that has retarded the east coast from settle 
ment— a railway belt that has deprived tho 
country of many families of tho moat de- 
sirable class— a reservation that has pre- 
-vented the prosecution of several indus- 
tries of an important nature. But Mr. 
Walkem was ^amart- he. WM.aBtute, and 
he today in common withJiisp^rajfi^aw^ 
that ho sent Mr. Edgar oiit of the conn- 
try with a flea.in his ear. If he wore to 
•• pnt it in plainer English he would say, "I 
refused to permit the Dominion Govern- 
mentto cons'truofcthe Island railway, ] 
declined to allow them to benefit tho 
country at Urge and I'm glad of it." That 
is really what Mr. Walkem's boast amounts 
to. On a parallel only with his ruinous 
railway policy was that pursued by him 
in connection with tho drydook, He 
. bought cement, and rumor says put a 
. , nice commission in a friend's pocket, 
that could not bo needed for years; ho 
purchased machinery that will double its 
- first cost in storage before it can bo used, 
ond he sailed out on a scale of general 
grandeur that even the most extensive 
odooks at home would not warrant. The 
xsBultof Mr. Walkem'a magnificence is 
that to-day, after the expenditure of some 
i:$200,060^tbe ' Province is compelled as a 
" matter of policy to ask the Imperial Gov- 
ernment to assist her out of hor trouble 
by. taking over tho site and plant and 
-completing, tho undertaking. This is per- 
haps the wisest course to persuo under the 
ciroumstances, but the Province need 
' never have been driven to this dernier 
resort had it not been for "Mr. Walkem's 
generosity" at the bonntry's expense. In 
marked contrast with that of their pre- 
decessors has been the Eailway policy of 
the Elliott Government. They hare been 
firm; they have been resolute; but they 
have not pursued an insulting "fight 
Mackeiuaej" .^'eat Canadian" policy.' 
' They 'have' iempeied their firmness with 
' discretion and the result is that to day 
the route of tho Railway is declared and 
the Province is no longer held in painful 
suspense as to actual construction. Had 
Mr. Walkem been in power he would no 
; donbt have continued a useless bickering 
between this Province and the rest of the 
Dominion and the inevitable result would 
have been that tho unsatisfactory squab 
ble between us abd the federal ■ Govern 
ment would have resulted in nothing 
definite, nothing tangible. After a care 
fnl comparison of the policy of tho pres 
ent Government with that of tho past even 
the most violent oppositionist cannot 
deny that the formor has been beneficial 
to all classes. To-morrow the country 
will declare such to be the case by re- 
turning members who will support Mr, 
Elliott an d good Government.

The only time in the Be8Bidn'^pf^l878, 
during the debate on eduoatibn and ro- 
tronchment, that I spoke of "iO pupils" 
was as follows, (see Colonist report of 
Wednesday 27th in the paper of the 28th 
March): "Some teachers at the Victoria 
public sdhocls had from GO to 70 pupils to 
manage and this, notwithstanding a reso- 
lution passed at the last annual election 
of tho public school trustees, that the 
number of pupils under one teacher 
should not exceed dO."

To the Electors of the City of Victoria. 

GektiiBMEm:— Tha object of calling q 
meeting of my constituents at the Thea- 
tre on tho 27th tiltimo,-WQS tbaddreas jou 
at length on tbo political topics of tho 
day, but tho Qmployment by tho Opposi- 
tion party of a number of diaroputablo 
perBons and the utter disregard shown by 
them of the old English lovo of fair play 
on that occasion prevented mo from ex- 
pressing my -views and explaining my' 
past nntions as a member-^of rthe 
Government since I last had the honor 
ofbeing oleotou by you, and renders it 
necessary that I should supplement my 
address to tho electors of the 2Gth April 
and enter more fully into details. 

As regards tho Canadian Pacific Eail- 
way, tha delay of a single summer sug- 
gested by Lord OarharVon and agreed to 
by the Legislature has now elapsed, and 
this Government has urged the Domin- 
ion Government not to delay any further 
the commencement of railway construc- 
tion in tho Province. "Whatever dotermi- 
dation may be arrived at by the Engineer 
ai to the route on the Mainland, the Oar- 
narvon Terms must be. strfotly adhered to 
by the early! conBtrnotiori of the Nanaimo 
and Esquimau Eailway. 

There has been paid by this Province 
on account of the purchase in 1874 by 
Mr. Walkom while in England-tif comont 
and machinery for tho Drydook, tho 
alarming amount of 876,462.62. This 
does iiotenlbrnco the sum of §4,581 inter- 
est paid to the bank on overdrawn Grav- 
ing Dock account. This sum of §80,000 
might have been saved to the country had^ 
ordinary foresight been used by the late' 
Government in not making tho purohase|at 
so unnecGssQrily early a date. Tho course 
pursued by the Government in endeavor- 
ing'to' induce the Imperial Government 
to take over'the dock site.'.plant and ma- 
terial and finish the constrnotion^of ; the 
dock is host shown by the subjoined re- 
solution of 'the nouso: — 

Tho Hon. Mr. Elliott moved, seconded 
by tho Hon. Mr. Vernon,— 

"Whereas on the 1st qf October, 1877, 
Rear Admiralj'A:;'-P. E. do Horsey Com- 
niander i^JOJiief 'of Hor Majesty's Pacific 
aquadaon, communicated with his Honor 
tae Lioutenont-Governor with tho object 
or asoertaining whether, in tho event of 
Tr.ii?^?"''.^ Cto'^ornment-B minute, 21st 
S 7i==-. tl^at tlie Imperial Govern- 
ment should take over the Dock andcom- 
wnn?^ . ."1"? Imperial work, tho Province 
would 'contribnto tho site nnd work nl- 
ready ,done, together with the planf Qnd 
material now jn hand, as a gift, bo th'^t 
tUe jJook and its site would beoomo 4id- 
miralty property:" - 

And, whereas, on tU^ OVU'Ootober last, 
Hifl Hono£p.q«rH\^red that the Govern- 
i'o Province were not prepared 
to tako.upon themselves the responsibility 
of disposing of so large an amount of 
Provincial capital without first consulting 
the Eegislattiifoi: but that they would en- 
gage, to reoommend to Parliament a gift 
of theH^l^f^ollfon tho condition that 
mefohanf^vessels iBhall be permitted to be 
docked on payment of expenses, when- 
ever the ships of Hor Majesty's squadron 
do not require its uhq: 

J3a it therefore resolved, — That, in view 
of the desirableness of ensuring the com- 
pletion of the Esquimalt Graving Dock 
with9titilosfl(ofJiine4TOth^^ cost 
to tHe''Provinbe; thifHbuse is of opinion 
that it is advisable, in the event of tho 
Imperial Government agreeing to com- 
plete the Dock as an Imperial work with- 
out loss of time, to grant to the Admiralty 
the site, plant and material on hand, and 
■work already dono, subject to the condi- 
tioii|tUat|imerchant vessels shall bo per- 
mitwd M bo clocked, on payment of ex- 
penses, whenever the ships of Her Majes- 
ty's Navy do not require its use; and that 
a respectful address be presented to His 
Honor the Lieutenant Governor, praying 
that he will be pleased to inform Her 
Majeabr's Principal Secretary of State for 
the 'Oolonies^Qf.' the deteriuinntion of 'this 
Honsfljuporithe sribjeot. ' ' 

ThoyfoUowing telegram from tho Sec- 
retaryjof State for the Colonies has been 
received in reply to the above proposi- 
tion: 

"Please inform British Columbia Gov- 
ernment that some little delay will be nec- 
cessary before/^ram'^-ablp; to;^^ an 
opinion on ; Esquimalt ' drydobk question 
. and other subjects connected with it, but 
all possible earnest attention will be givon 
to it.''. Hioks-Beaoh." 
^i'ainj'andn always have vbera 
est ■"advocate" for Beeping - the ' public 
schools in a state of increasing efiiciency, 
and consider that public moneys cannot 
bo expended to better advantage than in 
keeping up and extending our cducai^ioual 
system. 

The success which has attended tho en- 
gagement of the services of a mining en- 
gineer at Cariboo, induces me to think 
that the services of anothoi* expert might, 
with advantage to tho Province, bo 
secured for the lower portion of the Main- 
land, the Coast and tho Island, and T shall 
be prepared to advooato at the earliest 
moment the employment of another such 
mining engineer. 

It has idways been the practice of this 
Government to discourage the employ- 
ment of Chinese labor on publio works, 
and it shall be my aim to promote such 
legislation as may tend to check the in- 
crease of Chinese immigration. 

With regard to the City of ^^ictoria, I 
may remind you that one off ;the.&^t' acts 
of this Government was the introduction 
of a measure contain^ a clause strikiag 
the Chinese off tho municipal voters' liat, 
thereby preventing a recurrence of tho 
pernicouB practice of the Mayor and 
Council of Victoria being virtually elected 
by Chinese. , 

Becognising the just claims of the City 
to the fines, fees and forfeitures of its own 
Police Court, f caused an Act to bo pass- 
ed handing over tho fees, amounting to 
$1,000, to the city for its own use; an act 
oi justice persistently refused by tho late 
Government, And I shall bo prepared 
to advocate the claim of the municipality 
to retain the balanco of the revenue der> 
ived from liquor licences, which will 
amount to something in the neighborhood 
of $2,000, I also introduced tho measure 
by which an annual saving of S500, to. the 
city and $700 to the Province, was attain- 
ed by tho amalgamation of the offices of 
Provincial Superintendent of Police with 
that of Inspector of the City 'Police. 
I The object with which the amendment 
to the Constitution Act was introduced 
was to give to tho people fuller and more 
equitable representation. This purpose 
was sought to bo attained by dividing the 
electoral districts, and. by giving addi- 
tional representation to some of them.i 
In the important Province of Ontario not 
B single oonstitnenoy returns more than 



one representative. The free action of a 
Government maybe severely hampered by 
the joint demands of tho represontativea 
of a district, returning to 'the House more 
than one member, by requisitions for 
excessive expenditure in their respective 
districts and which only atnumerically 
strong Qovornmen^obuld:deoline,~i**: ' 

In tho presetit'small'' number of repre- 
sentatives, the House is likoly to be so 
nearly balanced as to render a Govern 
ment unable to resist this unwholesome 
pressure. 

"In order to correct this evil tho Bill 
proposed to add 8 members to tho House 
without, however, increosing the expenses 
of legislation, as the following figures 
will clearly illustrate:

Notwithstanding that tho principle of 
the Bill was affirmed by the House on its 
second reading yet tho Opposition un 
scrupulously refused to allow the details 
to be discusBod in Committee. 

Tho only argument, if indeed it can bo 
styled one, urged against tho measure was 
"that tho members would on being 
brought together at onco proceed to raise 
the indemnity." To this tho siinpla an- 
swer is that no such proposition could bo 
introduced unless by the. Government of 
the day, 

.As regards tho plan or basis, of this 
Bill I may observe that the division of 
some of the districts was suggested on 
account of tho diversity of interests ex 
isting in the same, notably, in tho base of 
Cariboo, which has no interest in common 
with tho Alexandria portion of tho Dis 
trict and which was proposed to bo separ- 
ated from it in order that tho mining in 
terests of theono and tho agricultural in 
terests of tho other should not be prejudic- 
ed. 

Other districts were divided on account 
of their enormous area, and some, ow- 
ing to their largely increased population.

Oiiriboo all the time, and ho obtains tho 
best results from tho cheapest process; 
that is, by burning tho rook and crushing 
it wet afterwards.- Ho hits tried dry 
crushing and roasting, and many differ- 
ent ways with salt and chemicals; but tho 
burning and wot procoas is tho best and 
the cheapest. 

A Strange Case. 

When tho inquest was held on tho body 
of the unfortunate man Stroutt, who was 
alleged to have been killed by Joxdaa at 
Mud Bay in January last; the'" medical 
testimony adduced was to tho effeot thnt 
tho deceased might have mot hiu death 
from an explosion of dynamite, of which 
there was.;, aome . in tho room, or from a 
gun shot.*'.^.Tho!|testimony was not oon- 
ol usive one wajr or the other.

Domin- 
ion Government not to delay any further 
the commencement of railway construc- 
tion in the Province. Whatever dotermi-

The success which has attended the en- 
gagement of the services of a mining en-

Eecognising the just claims of the City 
to tho fines, foes and forfeitures of its own 
Police Courfc, I caused an Act to.bepass- 
ed handing over tho fees, ambuhting to 
§1,000, to the city for its own use; an act 
of justice persistently refused by tho late 
' Goverrimieht. And I shall bo prepared 
to advocate the claim of the municipality 
to retain the balance of tho revenue der- 
ived lErom liquor licences, which will 
amount to something in the neighborhood 
of $2,000. I also introduced tho measure 
by which an annual saving of S500 to the 
city and $700 to tho Province, was attain- 
ed by the amalgamation of the offices of 
Provmcial Superintendent of Police with 
that of Inspector of the City Police. 

Tho object with which tho amendment 
to the Constitution Act was introduced- 
was to give to the people fuller and more 
equitable representation. T^bis purpose 
was sought to bo attained by dividing the 
electoral districts, and by giving addi- 
tional representation to some of them. 
In the important Province of Ontario not 
a singlo constituency returns more than 



one representative. The free action of a 
Government may bo severely hampered by 
the joint demands of the representatives 
of a district, returning to the House more 
than one member, by requisitions for 
exoeasivo expenditure in thoir respective 
districts and which only a numerically 
strong Qovurnment could decline. 

In tho present small number of repre- 
sentatives, the House is likely to be so 
nearly balanced as" to render a Govern- 
ment unable to resist this unwholesome 
pressure. 

In order to correct this ovil tho bill 
proposed to add 8 members to tho House 
without, however, increasing the expenses 
of legislation, as tho following figures 
will clearly illustrate: .
